Local Chinese fear a coup whereby 
Chang Tso-lin will be either impris- 
oned or assassinated, thereby eliminat- 
ing the main defense against sovietism 
and creating confusion at Peking and 
Mukden under cover of which a soviet 
can be launched. 

In this connection the bolshevik ac- 
tivities in China of certain renegade 
foreigners, posing as representatives of 
the American government, are organ- 
izing Koreans in Manchuria under the 
pretense that America is launching a’ 
war against Japan and desires the 
Koreans as allies.

THE AMERICAN NAVY 
AND JAPAN. 


President Coolidge is said to be disturbed by the 
urgency and methods af the advocates of an ede 
quate navy. He thinks their references to Japan 


irritate or recomle both péaple to @ terrible war 


He is said to be dissatisfied with Secretary Wil- 
bur’s recommendations for naval increase and to 
deplore the argument that the United States must 
increase its naval defense becauge Japan is build- 
ing, preparing, and maneuvering. According to 
reliable report, he opposes any naval construction 
which could be imterpreted as competitive by Great 
Britain and Japan. 

We sympathize with the President's desire to 
avoid the irritations which grow in a nation until 
the war spirit is loose and a provocation is ac- 
eepted. The people of the United States have no 
complaint against Japan. We think the Japanese 
do not get our point of view and we fear that they 
do not accept fhe assurance of friendship and good 
will which the United States offers. On official 
occasions we ask for reciprocity in this good will, 
and, so far as we know, there is no jingoistic cam- 
paign against Japan in responsible newspapers. 

It must be remembered that the purpose of the 
Washington conference was to concede Japan a 
navy adequate for defense against attack, and it 
was part of that plan that*the United States agreed 
not to fortify its iskamd possessians in the far east. 


That act has been set forth by Japanese 
government statement as a Sustifiable cause’ of 
war and Japan's right to accept it as such was 
formally advanced by its representatives at the 
Geneva discussion of the protocol. 

Americans have every reason to fees] that in 
spite of their desire fér friendship and peace the 
decision is not with them.

The great deter- 
rent is capital punishment’ It is what the crjm- 
inal dreads above all, It is what every murderer 
tries to escape. It is said that life imprisonment 
is worse than death. That is as false as it would 
be to say that the human race has an instinct for 
self-destruction rather than self-preservation. If 
it were true, then no present rule of human con- 
duct would be true. 
The punishment a murderer fears is death. Th 
great ruie of human conduct is fear. It is the 
base of discipline, order. and the work of the 
world, It is fear of consequences, fear of the loss 
of a job, of food and shelter, of liberty and life. 
Take all fear of consequences away and the scheme 
of human order would fly to pieces. The deterrent 
ef murder ought to be the greatest fear, fear of 
the loss of life in expiation of crime.

METABOLISM AND BLOOD 
PRESSURE. 

Mrs. F. H. B. writes: 

1. Will you please explain what @ 
basal metabolism test is and how taken? 

2. Also, blood pressure? 

3. Is a person with low blood pressure 
anemic? 

REPLY. 

1. A basal metabolism test shows whether 
you convert food into energy-at a proper or 
an improper rate. In making a basal metabo- 
lism test the amount of -arbonic acid thrown 
off the lungs in the exhaled air im a given 
time is carefully measured. From this, the 
basal metabolic rate is calculated. 

2. The blood preasure is measured by fas- 
tening a hollow tube sround the arm andj 
pumping air into the tube until the pressure 
stops the wrist pulse from beating. The 
pressure of the air in the tube at the moment 
when the wrist artery collapses is equal to the 
pressure of the blood in that artery. 

3. No, There is no necessary relation be- 
tween the two. Anemia means that the blood 
is of poor quality, being low in red coloring 
matter.
